Resolved,  That  the  annexation  of  Texas,  without  the  consent  and 
hi  desprtc  of  the  earnest  remonstrances  of  Mexico,  would  be  a  mani- 
fest breach  of  the  faith  guarranteed  by  a  solemn  treaty  of  amity, 
and  a  gross  violation  of  that  integrity  which  should  ever  character- 
ize the  actions  of  governments  in  their  intercourse  with  one  another. 

Resolved,  That  the  recognition  of  the  independence  of  Texas,  by 
the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  established  law  of  nations, 
was  a  recognition  of  the  government  of  Texas,  de  facto  only;  deter- 
mining no  question  of  right  at  issue  between  the  parties  to  "the  con- 
test; leaving  unimpaired  the  legitimate  authority  which  Mexico 
possessed  of  reducing  her  revolting  province  to  obedience,  agreea- 
bly to  the  usage  of  civilized  nations. 

Resolved,  That  we  deprecate  the  extension  of  our  territory  be- 
yond its  original  limits,  as  tending  to  create  sectional  interests,  and 
to  foment  sectional  prejudices;  capable  of  being  justified  only  by

the  annexation  of  Texas,  that  extension  originates  in  mercenary  mo- 
tives, inures  only  to  the  pecuniary  benefit  of  individuals,  and  is  ac- 
complished in  utter  disregard  of  the  obligations  of  good  faith,  we 
respectfully  but  firmly  protest  against  its  consummation. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  admit,  in  the  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution, a  solemn  compact,  recognizing  the  legal  existence  of  slavery 
as  a  domestic  institution,  subject  only  to  the  legislation  of  the  seve- 
ral States  in  which  it  obtains,  we  nevertheless  deprecate  its  studied 
extension  and  perpetuation,  as  manifested  in  the  annexation  of  Tex- 
as, as  hostile  to  tno  spirit  of  the  declaration  of  independence, — un- 
worthy tho  aim  and  degrading  to  the  character  of  an  enlightened 
nation.

Whereas,  the  Governor  in  his  Inaugural  Address,  to  both  Houses 
of  this  General  Assembly,  among  other  things,  has  spoken  as  fol- 
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lows,  viz:  MIt  is  alleged  that  considerable  sums  of  money  were  sent 
into  Delaware  from  other  States,  previous  to  the  late  election,  with 
the  obvious  intention,  corruptly  to  influence  the  election  by  bribery 
and  otherwise;  and  that  citizens  of  other  States  intruded  themselves 
within  our  limits  on  the  day  of  election,  with  an  intention  of  voting 
and  of  intimidating  the  legal  voters  in  the  exercise  of  their  rights. 
My  information  upon  these  points  is  such,  as  in  my  judgment,  to 
warrant  me  in  bringing  them  to  your  notice,  and  recommending  a 
searching  inquiry  into  their  truth.  It  is  certain  that  a  number  of 
the  officers  of  the  General  Government  from  a  neighboring  city, 
and  elsewhere,  were  on  the  election  ground,  in  Wilmington,  on  the 
day  of  the  general  election,  with  no  other  apparent  object  than  to 
intermeddle  in  that  election,  and  in  some  way  influence  its  result. 
The  fact  is  a  strong  one,  within  our  own  observation,  which  goes 
to  prove  what  has  often  been  charged  within  the  last  ten  years,  the 
existence  of  a  corrupt  svstem  in  the  country,  by  which  the  federal 
officers  are  systematically  engaged  in  defrauding  the  people  of  their 
right  of  freely  choosing  their  public  servants,  with  the  connivance, 
if  not  the  express  sanction,  of  their  superiors:"  And  whereas,  the

Provided,  that  all  the  property  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed, 
in  yearly  value,  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars ;  and  with 
power  to  grant  to  students  under  its  charge,  diplomas,  honorary 
certificates,  and  all  other  collegiate  honors  and  degrees,  as  are

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usually  granted  by  any  college  or  seminary  of  learning,  and  in  Degrees, 
such  form  as  the  said  corporation  may  designate.

them  shall  seem  advisable. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  diplomas  granted  by  said  Privileges 
corporation  shall  entitle  the  possessors  to  the  immunities  and  pri-  ^n/frred  *^ 
vileges  allowed  by  usage  or  statute  to  the  possessors  of  like 
diplomas  from  any  college  or  seminary  of  learning  in  the  state.

And  whereas,  the  said  arrangement  has  been  presented  to  this 
General  Assembly,  in  the  form  of  an  agreement,  represente  d  to  be 
signed  by  nine-tenths  of  the  first  mortgage  bond-holders,  .among 
whom  are  many  of  the  most  prudent  and  well-judging  citizens  of 
this  State,  which  agreement  is  in  the  following  words : — 

M  Whereas  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail- 
road Company  is  at  present  encumbered  with  debts  to  upwai  *ds  of 
three  millions  of  dollars,  and  consequently  the  revenues  of  the

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Gene-  Pre&mble. 
raj  Assembly,  that  a  bridge  over  Mill  creek,  in  Sussex  county,  will 
afford  great  convenience  to  the  public :  and  that  said  Mill  creek 
(a  branch  of  Broadkiln  creek)  has  for  many  years  been  unnavigable 
for  vessels,  and  ceased  to  be  of  any  benefit,  except  for  batteaux  and 
small  scows ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met%  That  David  Commission'* 
Gordon,  Elisha  Holland,  and  Charles  Vaughan,  be  and  they  are  to  build 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  erect  and  build  a  bridge  over  brid*** 
Mill  creek,  in  Broadkiln  hundred,  at  such  a  place  as  may  be  desig-  whcre.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  people  to  decide  by  ballot  whether  the 
license  to  retail  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  permitted  among 
them.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ajid  House  of  Represen- 
Eloction;     tatives  of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  That  on 
wbenbeld.    the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven,  the  citizens  of  the  several  counties  in  this 
State,  shall  decide  by  their  votes,  whether  or  not  the  retailing 
of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  permitted  in  said  counties. 


Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Inspectors  and 
Judges  of  the  last  general  election  in  the  several  hundreds  of  the 
respective  counties  aforesaid,  on  the  day  specified  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  at  the  place  or  places  of  holding  the  last  general 
election,  shall  proceed  at  the  time  of  day,  and  in  the  manner  pro-

CHAPTER  CLXXXVIII. 

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT  to  an  act  incorporating  the  Fern 

Hook  Marsh  Company. 

Whereas,  the  tract  of  marsh  and  cripple,  situate  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Christiana  creek,  in  New  Castle  hundred,  New  Castle 
county  and  State  of  Delaware,  called  "  Fern  Hook  Marsh,"  for- 
merly incorporated,  has  been  suffered  to  go  down :  And  whereas, 
the  present  owners  have  erected  a  new  bank  outside  of  the  old  one, 
and  desire  for  the  better  regulation  thereof,  a  renewal  of  the  act 
of  incorporation  upon  reasonable  and  just  terms : 

Sficrion  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  That 
all  and  every  of  the  owners  or  possessors  of  the  said  tract  of- marsh, 
meadow  grounds  and  cripple,  known  by  the  name  of  Fern  Hook 
(situate  on  the  south  side  of  Christiana  creek,  in  the  hundred  and 
county  of  New  Castle,  bounded  easterly  by  the  upland  late  of  James 
Riddle,  now  of  John  McCrone  and  Jesse  McCrone;  southerly  by 
a  run  or  gut  dividing  this  tract  from  the  lands  of  John  Peach,  and 
westerly  and  northerly  by  Christiana  creek,)  for  the  time  being,  or 
so  many  of  them  as  shall  think  proper  to  meet  and  assemble  yearly  Ownerg  of 
and  every  year  after  the  publication  of  this  act,  on  the  first  Satur-  Fern  Hook  to

to  one  hundred  acres,  six  votes,  and  one  vote  for  every  forty  acres 
Neglect  to  over  one  hundred :  and  if,  through  neglect,  refusal  or  inability,  any 
pay  taxes,  of  the  said  owners  or  possessors  shall  omit  paying  their  proportion 
of  the  taxes  hereinafter  authorized,  for  more  than  one  year  after 
the  same  shall  become  due,  the  said  delinquent  or  delinquents  shall 
be  debarred  the  privilege  of  voting  in  the  a  flairs  of  this  company 
until  the  same  shaN  be  paid. 

Refusal  to  Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  of  the  said  owners  or 
•erre  as  man.  possessors  elected  manager  as  aforesaid,  shall,  on  due  notice  in 
»ger;  writing  given  him  of  his  election,  refuse,  or  shall  afterwards  neg- 
lect to  perform  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act,  he  so  refusing 
or  neglecting,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  for  the  time 
being,  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  added  to  the  common  sto^k  or 
fund,  unless  he  has  served  three  years  successively  in  the  said  office 
next  before  his  said  appointment';  whic  h  fine  shall  be  recoverable  in 
the  manner  hereafter  directed  for  the  recovery  of  other  monies,  pay.

the  said  owners  and  possessors  may  thereupon  proceed,  (after  ten 
days*  notice  being  given  them  by  the  former  manager  or  treasurer 
elect,)  to  chose  one  other  suitable  person,  being  one  of  the  owners 
or  possessors  of  said  marsh  and  meadow-grounds,  to  supply  the 
place  of  such  manager  so  neglecting  or  refusing  as  aforesaid, 
until  the  next  ensuing  election :  and  if  any  person  elected  treasurer 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  duties,  or  to  give 
the  securities  required  by  this  act,  or  shall  afterwards  misbehave 
himself,  or  be  rendered  incapable  of  fulfilling  the  duties  of  the  said 
office,  in  either  of  these  cases  the  manager  for  the  time  being  shall 
choose  and  appoint  some  other  fit  person,  being  one  of  the  owners 
of  said'marsh,  to  be  treasurer  until  the  next  ensuing  annual  elec- 
tion. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  everv  treasurer  hereafter  chosen 
or  appointed  shall,  before  he  takes  upon  himself  the  execution  of  his 
office,  enter  into  an  obligation,  with  at  least  one  sufficient  surety, 
to  the  manager  for  the  time  being,  in  not  less  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  double  the  sum  that  doth  or  probably  may  come  into  his 
hands  during  the  continuance  of  his  office,  as  near  as  may  be  esti- 
mated by  the  manager,  conditioned  that  he  will  once  in  every  three 
months,  if  required,  render  his  accounts  to  the  snid  manager,  and 
well  and  truly  account  and  settle  with  him  for  and  concerning  all 
monies  that  shall  or  ought  to  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  this 
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act,  or  belonging  to  the  owners  of  said  marsh,  and  pay  the  balance 
that  shall  appear  on  such  settlement  to  be  in  his  hands  unto  such  per* 
son  or  persons,  or  for  such  services,  as  the  said  manager  for  the 
time  being  shall  order  and  direct,  and  not  otherwise.  And  that  he 
will,  at  the  expiration  of  his  office,  well  and  truly  deliver  up  and  pay 
the  balance  of  the  money  then  remaining  in  his  hands,  together 
with  the  books  and  accounts  concerning  the  same,  and  all  other

Saturday  of  January  next :  and  that  John  McCrone,  jun.,  of  New  and  roan 
Castle  hundred  and  county,  is  hereby  appointed  manager  until  the 
annual  election  on  the  first  Saturday  of  January  next.    And  the  Manager  to 
said  manager  is  hereby  empowered,  authorized  and  required,  upon  ma^0  *  ,ur* 
thc  request  of  one  or  more  of  the  owners  of  the  said  marsh  and  ve*'

fore such  meeting,  and  then  and  there  have  a  survey  made  of  the 
number  of  acres  of  the  marsh,  meadow-grounds  and  cripple  of  each 
owner  or  possessor  within  the  banks  of  the  same ;  which  survey 
so  made  shall  regulate  the  future  taxes  and  assessments  of  the  M  a  ba«i  of 
aforesaid  marsh,  meadow-grounds  and  cripple.    And  the  afore-  awwmcnt. 
said  manager  at  the  same  time  is  authorized  and  required  to  divide  ^°nkgllot  the 
the  banks  which  surround  and  include  all  that  the  aforesaid  tract  of  n  *' 
marsh,  meadow-land  and  cripple  called  Fern  Hook,  and  to  allot 
and  appoint  unto  the  said  owners  or  possessors  on  the  part  or  parts 
of  ihe  said  bank  by  them  now  kept  up,  the  number  of  perches  and 
feet  of  the  said  bank  that  each  and  every  owner  or  possessor  of  the 
said  tract  shall  make  and  repair,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  acres  of  meadow,  marsh  or  cripple  he 
holds  therein. 

The  expense  of  the  aforesaid  survey  shall  be  paid  by^  all  the  Expenia  of 
owners  and  possessors  of  the  said  tract  according  to  the  number  roivcj. 
of  acres  they  and  every  of  them  hold  and  occupy. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  owners  and  possessors  of  Owners  tow- 
the  said  tract  of  meadow-land  respectively,  whose  allotments,  f*irJLh.eir  **' 
shares  or  parts  of  the  bank  are  in  any  wise  defective,  shall  cause 
them  to  be  put  in  good  substantial  repair,  and  made  up,  or  cause 
their  respective  parts  of  the  bank  as  aforesaid  allotted,  to  be  made 
level  on  the  top,  and  sufficiently  strong  and  secure  to  defend  the 
said  meadow-land  from  all  inundations;  for  which  end  the  said 
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banks  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  above  all  tides,  by  each  and 
all  of  the  said  owners  or  possessors  on  their  and  each  of  their  parts 
so  as  aforesaid  to  them  respectively  allotted,  within  two  months 
after  the  allotments  made  in  pursuance  of  this  acti  which  shares 
inspection,    or  parts  of  the  bank,  when  finished,  to  be  viewed  and  inspected  by 
the  manager,  or,  if  desired,  by  a  committee  of  three  disinterested 
men,  chosen  by  the  manager  and  the  owner  or  possessor  of  such 
part  or  share  of  said  bank  ;  and  if  such  part  or  share  be  considered 
by  said  manager,  commiUee,  or  a  majority  thereof,  insufficient  or 
contrary  to  the  above  directions,  he  the  said  owner  or  possessor 
shall,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  make  and  repair  such  part  or 
share  according  to  the  directions  of  said  manager  or  committee 
Ncgbotto  re  within  ten  days"  of  and  after  such  directions  being  given;  and  if 
P*""-  any  of  the  said  owners  or  possessors  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 

make  and  repair  said  allotment,  share  or  parts  of  said  bank  for  the

CHAPTER  CCLV. 

AN  ACT  to  compel  certain  testimony  in  cases  of  contested  elections, 

Sectiow  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  That  in  any  illegal  voter 
contested  election  before  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives,  to  testify  how 
when  it  shall  have  been  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee  he  Toled' 
charged  with  the  investigation  thereof,  that  any  person  not  a  legally 
qualified  voter,  voted  at  such  election,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  said  committee  to  examine  the  said  voter  as  a  witness,  and  to 
compel  the  said  voter  to  testify  and  disclose  under  oath  for  which 
of  the  respective  candidates  he  voted  :  Provided  however,  that  the  Proyiso

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  oaths  and  af-How  admin, 
formations  shall  be  administered  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  fol-  i8tcred« 
lowing,  to  wit:  in  case  of  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
by  any  one  member  elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the 
speaker,  and  by  him  to  all  the  members  present,  previous  to  enter- 
ing upon  any  other  business;  aud  to  the  members  who  shall  after- 
wards appear,  previous  to  taking  their  seats :  and  in  case  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate,  by  any  one  member  of  the  Senate  to  the 
speaker,  and  by  him  to  all  the  senators  present,  previous  to  enter- 
ing upon  any  other  business;  and  to  the  senators  who  shall  after- 
wards appear,  previous  to  taking  their  scats,  except  where  they 
have  taken  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  before;  and  every  person  Certificate, 
so  administering  the  oaths  and  affirmations  aforesaid,  shall  make 
out  a  certificate  of  the  oaths  or  affirmations  by  him  administered, 
which  certificate  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  .of  the  House 
whereof  he  is  a  member. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  Clerk*, 
and  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  before  entering  up- 
on the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  shall  each  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing, to  wit :  "  I  clerk  of  the  Senate,  or 

of  the  House  of  Representatives  (as  the  case  may  be)  of  the  State  of 
Delaware,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  the

ment or  proof  was  made,  may  with  the  certificate  of  the  acknow- 
ledgment or  proof,  and  all  endorsements  and  annexations,  be  recorded 
in  the  office  for  recording  of  deeds  in  the  county  wherein  such 
'  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  or  any  part  thereof  are  situated, 
if  lodged  in  such  office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and 
the  said  lecord  or  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  sufficient  evidence;  and

law  for  the  absence  of  negroes  and  mulattoes,  destitute,  diseased, 
utih  bad  habits  and  bad  morals  to  spend  the  winter  among  us  in 
idleness  and  disorder,  to  the  great  inconvenience  of  the  citizens  of 
the  State:  Therefore, 


Sectiom  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
u"*of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  That  the 
actio  which  this  is  an  additional  supplement,  passed  January  28th, 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  41  six  months"  where- 
ver  they  occur  therein,  and  inserting  the  words  "  sixty  days"  in

be  as  effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  the  said  deed  or 
instrument  of  writing  had  been  acknowledged  in  open  court.

ways,  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  swine  shall  have  them 
or  any  of  them,  delivered  to  him,  her  or  them  again  by  applying 
to  the  person  in  whose  care  they  are,  and  paying  or  tendering  to 
him,  her  or  them,  the  following  rates  at  any  time  before  they  are 
sold,  to  wit:  for  every  swine,  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds  live 
weight,  twenty-five  cents:  for  every  swine  not  exceeding  fifty 
pounds  live  weight,  fifty  cents:  and  for  every  swine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  pounds  live  weight,  seventy-five  cents:  and  for  every 
other  swine  one  dollar:  and  the  rate  oPsix  cents  for  each  swine  for 
every  day's  impounding. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  Sales  under 
whomsoever  shall  sell  any  swine  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, thi?  act  to 
such  sale  or  sales  shall  be  good  and  available  in  law;  and  if  any  Jjjj^uo™. 
such  person  or  persons,  on  demand  being  made,  shall  neglect  or  t0°owner  half 
refuse  to  pay  over  one-half  of  the  amount  of  any  such  sale  or  sales  of  proceeds, 
as  before  directed  by  this  act,  the  person  or  persons  so  applying 
first  making  it  appear  that  such  swine  were  at  the  time  of  taking 
up,  the  property  of  such  person  or  persons  applying  for  the  same, 
they  shall  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  for  the  same  as  for  any  other 
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debt:  Provided,  that  if  any  swine  belonging  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons residing  without  the  limits  aforesaid,  shall  at  any  period  after 
the  said  first  day  of  April  next,  be  found  running  at  large  within 
the  aforesaid  limits  and  be  taken  up  then  and  in  all  such  cases 
they  shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  for  which 
the  person  so  taking  up  and  restoring,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  twenty-five  cents  for  every 
swine  so  taken  up  and  restored  as  aforesaid.

CHAPTER  CCCCXLVI. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  Delaware  City  Bank. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly,  by  the 
morial  of  the  President  of  the  Delaware  City  Bank,  and  it  is  mani- 
fest by  examination  of  its  charter,  that  by  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
said  charter,  or  act  of  incorporation,  of  said  Bank,  passed  at  Dover, 
on  the  ninth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1849,  the  said  Bank  is  requir- 
ed semi-annually  to  pay  into  the  Treasury,  for  the  use  of  the  State, 
a  tax  of  one  fourth  of  one  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  capital  of 
said  Bank  actually  paid  in,  under  which  section  the  State  Treasurer 
has  demanded  of  said  Bank,  and  she  has  actually  paid  a  tax  to  the 
State,  equal  to  one  half  of  one  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  afore- 
said paid  in  capital,  or  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  And  altho* 
the  said  eleventh  section  thus  requires  a  yearly  tax  of  one  half  of 
one  per  centum  on  the  said  capital,  yet  in  the  judgment  of  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  it  never  was  in  fact  intended  to  subject  the  said 
Bank  to  the  payment  of  a  higher  tax  than  is  imposed  upon  other 
similar  institutions,  which  tax  with  respect  to  them  is  uniformly  one

at  expense  of  thereafter ;  And  provided,  said  five  acres  shal  be  located  at  any  time 
To  be  located  w*mm  sa"*  ten  years,  and  a  good  and  sufficient  plot  thereof  be  made 
within  ten  and  recoided  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  in  the  office  for 
recording  of  Deeds  in  Sussex  county.

Union"  which  do  not  recognize  the  institution  of  slavery,  have  by 
their  constitutions  and  statutes,  guarded  against  the  evils  of  a  large 
free  negro  population,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  of  Del- 
aware, to  pass  such  laws  as  will  be  practical  in  their  bearing, 
and  at  least  arrest  the  grievance  now  so  generally  felt.  Therefore.

Treasurer,  fay  annually  jn  future,  and  then  and  there  choose  by  ballot  three 
Their  term  of  Commissioners,  one  Assessor  and  one  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue

ses; and  the  said  assessor  shall  forthwith,  after  making  the  assess- 
ment, cause  a  duplicate  thereof  to  be  set  up  in  the  most  public  part 
of  the  said  town,  notice  whereof  he  shall  give  by  at  least  two  adver- 
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tisements ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  consider  themselves  Pe»«o««  *t 
aggrieved  or  over-rated  by  the  said  assessor,  they  may,  within  twenty  8r,eved  b» 
days  after  said  duplicates  are  put  up,  appeal  to  the  commissioners,  may  apj,etl 
who  shall  hold  a  meeting  in  said  town  for  that  purpose,  whose  deci-  toUnmuuit'ra.

/Tr«»mblc.  Whereas,  The  people  of  Delaware  have  always  considered  the 
public  lands  as  being  held  by  the  General  Government,  in  trust  for 
the  common  good  and  benefit  of  all  the  States  of  the  Union :  And 
whereas,  recently  Congress  has  passed  many  laws  to  dispose  of  the 
lands  themselves  to  individual  States,  for  purposes  entirely  local: 
and  although  this  Legislature  does  not  recognize  the  propriety  of 
such  partial  legislation,  yet  if  it  is  to  be  continued,  it  conceives  no 
good  reason  why  those  States  by  whose  blood  and  treasure  the 
largest  portion  of  said  lands  was  acquired,  should  not  be  equal  par- 
ticipants of  the  public  bounty :  and  as  public  improvements  of  va- 
rious kinds  are  necessary  to  the  full  development  of  the  resources 
of  Delaware,  particularly  a  rail  road  connecting  the  waters  of  the 
Delaware  and  Chesapeake  bays,  through  the  lower  counties*  which 
improvements  cannot  be  made  by  reason  of  the  same  want  of  large 
■unemployed  capital  which  is  felt  in  every  agricultural  State;  and  as

Resolutions  in  relation  to  the  Compromise  Measures. 
Whekeasj  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  a  compact  Relative  to 
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"Comprom^  between  the  several  States,  and  the  basis  of  the  federal  Union:  And 
of  The8U3 1* '  whereas,  me  sa^  States,  through  their  Representatives  in  sovereign 
Congress,  capacities  as  States,  by  adopting  said  Constitution,  conceded  such, 
and  only  such  powers  to  the  General  Government,  as  were  neces- 
sary to  "  form  a  more  perfect  Union,  establish  justice,  insure  do- 
mestic tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the 
general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  themselves 
and  posterity  :"  And  whereas,  the  questions  which  recently  agitated 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  were  happily  terminated  by  the 
M  Compromise  Measures,"  were  fraught  wTith  injustice  to  a  portion 
of  the  States ;  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution $  calcula- 
ted to  dismember  the  Union ;  make  domestic  tranquility  a  by-word, 
be  and  destructive  of  all  the  blessings  and  privileges  which  liberty 
confers;  it  becomes  the  duty  of  this  Legislature*  in  common  with 
others,  to  avow  their  sentiments  in  relation  thereto :  Therefore  be 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Delaware,  in  General  Assembly  met, 

First>  That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  the  result 
of  compromise  between  the  several  States,  and  can  only  be  pre- 
served Dy  strict  adherence  to  its  expressed,  or  implied  powers ;  that 
Delaware  is  strongly  attached  to  the  **  Union,"  and  through  her 
people  has  always  manifested  a  determination  to  adhere  strictly  to 
the  Constitution,  which  she  was  among  the  first  of  the  "  Old  Thir- 
teen" to  adopt ;  That  she  will  resist  to  the  extent  of  her  ability,  any 
infraction  of  that  sacred  instrument,  and  any  attempt  on  the  part  of 
Congress  to  legislate,  except  in  accordance  with  powers  in  the  Con- 
stitution  expressly  granted,  or  implied,  would  be  a  violation  of 
plighted  faith,  and  fraught  with  the  most  dangerous 


Second,  That  this  Legislature  cordially  approve  of  the  measures 
recently  adopted  by  Congress,  commonly  known  as  "  The  Compro- 
mise Measures ;"  that  the  people  of  the  several  States  and  Territo- 
ries alone  have  the  right  to  regulate  their  domestic  institutions,  and 
that  every  patriot  in  every  part  of  the  country  has  cause  to  rejoice 
in  the  adoption  of  said  measures,  as  a  triumph  of  justice  and  right, 
over  a  spirit  of  the  wildest  fanaticism. 

Third.  Resolved,  That  the  support  given  to  each  and  all  of  the 
aforesaid  measures  by  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress, was  a  correct  appreciation  of  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Del- 
aware, a  due  performance  of  their  duty  as  legislators,  and  is  enti- 
tled to,  and  does  hereby  receive  the  commendation  of  this  General 
Assembly. 

Fourth.  That  Delaware  will  stand  to,  and  abide  by,  the  u  Com- 
promise Measures"  in  good  faith,  and  that  her  Senators  in  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States  be  instructed,  and  her  Representative  in 
Congress  be  requested  to  resist  any  essential  alteration,  or  repeal 
thereof. 
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Fifth.  That  Delaware  looks  witli  profound  contempt  upon  the 
abolitionists  of  the  north,  now  known  as  the  "higher  law  party," 
and  Disunionists  of  the  South,  and  regards  them  as  destitute  of  all 
claim  to  the  respect  of  an  order-loving  and  law-abiding  people,  and 
that  any  further  agitation  of  the  slave  question  would,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  people  of  this  State,  be  dangerous  to  the  existence  of  the 
Union. 


That  the  fugitive  slave  bill  is  in  accordance  with  the  ex- 
press stipulations  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  as  carried 
out  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  1793,  and  that  Congress,  by  passing  a 
law  which  rendered  said  act  more  efficient,  complied  with  the  letter 
and  spirit  of  the  Constitution,  and  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
people  of  the  country.

Seventh.  That  Delaware  will  sustain  the  aforesaid  fugitive  slave 
bill  by  all  just  and  lawful  means. 

Eighth.  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to  trans* 
mit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each  State  of  this  Union,  and  also 
to  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress^

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Wilmington  Plank  Road  Company, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware,  in  General  Assembly  met,  {two»thirds  of  each 
branch  of  the  Legislature  concurring:)

Whereas,  a  system  of  schools  has  lately  been  established  in  the 
town  of  New  Castle,  under  the  name  of  the  New  Castle  Institute,  forp 
teaching  the  first  rudiments  of  learning,  as  well  as  classical  litera- 
ture, and  such  of  the  sciences  as  are  usually  taught  in  academies 
and  colleges,   And  whereas  the  said  system  of  schools  is  placed 
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under  the  management  and  direction  of  a  committee  of  the  trustees 
of  the  New  Castle  common,  called  the  committee  on  education,  and 
is  supported  by  appropriations  made  by  the  said  trustees,  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  New  Castle  common,  and  by  the  contributions  of  indi- 
viduals whose  children  receive  instruction ;  and  whereas,  the  town 
of  New  Castle  and  its  immediate  vicinity,  compose  one  school  dis- 
trict, called  united  school  district,  numbers  forty-five  and  forly-six,  in 
New  Castle  county,  and  all  white  children  not  under  the  age  of  six 

} rears,  and  youth  of  both  sexes,  above  tha.t  age,  residing  within  the 
imits  of  the  united  school  district,  are  entitled  to  the  privileges  and 
benefits  of  the  said  New  Castle  Institute,  subject  to  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  have  been,  or  may  bp  from  time  to  time 
enacted  or  prescribed  by  the  said  committee  on  education;  and 
whereas,  all  such  white  Children  and  youth  as  aforesaid,  who  have 
not  the  means  of  paying,  or  whoso  parents  are  unable  to  pay  a, 
small  sum  for  tuition,  are  admitted  as  scholars  under  the  direction 
of  the  committee  on  education,  without  charge;  and  it  is  therefore 
but  just  and  reasonable  that  the  dividends  which  may  hereafter  be- 
come due  to  the  aforesaid  united  school  district,  under  (he  laws  of 
tins  State  concerning  free  schools,  should  be  appropriated  to  tha 
purposes  of  education  in  the  several  schools  in  the  New  Castle  In- 
stitute.

men  who  there  promulgated  the  national  principles  of  civil  and  po- 
litical liberty ;  our  reverence  for  their  character,  and  our  unaltera- 
ble attachment  to  the  institutions  which  were  founded  and  matured 
by  their  deliberations,  and  the  wisdom  of  which  has  been  justified 
by  experience:
